Pte, Kerr, the .on of a Canadian 
militia captain and born at Fox 
River, Nova Scotia, was transferred 


to a battalion at the front on June 
Sth, 1916, in the course of the re- 


formation of the Canadian division, ! 


and on June 22nd the reorganised 


battalion went back into the line in| 


the same position in Sanctuary 
Wood, where they had fret suffered. 
On Sept. 15th they were sent to the 
chalk pits on the left. of Courcelette, 

Meantime, the attacking parties 
had advanced to the capture of Fa- 
back Graben, a difficult trench to 
take, as the men had.to go forward 
in oblique fashion. The centre was 
taken, and Capt. Haratone rushed 
his company, Kerr amongst them, to 


fill the gap, and Fabeck Graben fell.) 


But its taking was not complete. The 
enemy, in anknown strength, retain- 
ed possession of a stretch of 200 
yards, where be was sandwiched 
in between different portions of the 
Canadian force. His hold on this 
position was strengthened by the 
fact that he also held in great force 
Zollern Graben, which adjoined. 

This disposition was fraught with 
great danger to both the opposing 
troops, neither of which knew the 
othér’s strength in men and muni- 
tiohs, but the enemy had the advan- 
tage of knowing every inch of the 
ground, concealed machine guns, and 
snipers’ neste. Capt. Haratone de- 
cided on a bombing expedition to 
oust the enemy from the trench, and 
he sent word to this effect to the 
brigadier through his battalion head- 
quarters. The assault, however, had 
consumed all the bombs, and before 
the supply could be replenished night 
had set in, 

- Meanwhile, an elaborate plan to 
capture this particular portion of 
Fabeck Graben and also Zollern Gra- 
ben was in coupae of preparation by 
the staff, but brigade messace 
gave Captain Harstone an allotted 
time in which to,carry out the 
bombing expedition. 

A squad of a dozen men was 4de- 
tailed under Corporal Patterson to 
execute this minor operation, and 
Pte. Kerr was selected for the post 
of first bayonet man. His duty as 
such was to precede the party, dis- 
pose of the enemy sentry in a manner 
which would not arouse the whole 
garrison, seek the latter’s where- 
abouts, and advise the bombers of 
their target. 

Kerr climbed the block, or bound- 
ary line, established in the Canadian 
trench, and made his way toward a 
similar obstruction erected by the 
enemy. The other men followed him. 
The German sentry was alert and 
hurled a bomb over the pet. Kerr 
saw the missile hurtling tow him, 
and bent his right atm in front of 
his y the better to protect him- 
self. It was a near call, for the 
bomb blew off the top of Kerr’s fote- 
finger and wounded him in the side. 
Bombers of both sides then became 
busy, and neither could see the other 
nor the effect of their missiles. 

Regardless of his wounds and of 
the enemy, Kerr scrambled to ‘the 
top of the battered parados. Here 
he obtained a full view of the enemy. 
The small attacking party could 
easily have been overcome by the 
number of Germans that crowded the 
trench, but this dic not enter into 
Kerr's calculations. 

He had only two bombs with him, 
and after making excellent use of 
them he opened fire with his rifle. 
This, however, had become clogged 
with roud and jasamed. With his 


he remained at the top of the trench 
directing the aim of his bombers. 
Then he seized the rifle of the second 
bayonet man to make reprisals for 
his own hurt. He seemed to bear a 
charmed life, as, though he was in 
full view, the wild -im of the Ger- 
mans passed him by. 

Under continuous pressure the 
enemy retired, and as soon as they 
had rounded the first bay, which hid 
them from sight, Kerr jumped into 
the trench and grimly followed. The 
place was thick with dead and dying 
Germans. Prepared for German 
treachery, Kerr rounded the firct bay 
without incident, holding his bayonet 
retired to the other 
extremity of the trench. 

Kerr discovered this when on 
rounding the third bay of the trench 
he came face-to-face with a beavily- 
built German, who at sight of . the 
bayonet instantly threw up both 
hands. There stood the wounded

Langemarck 1914°1917, 


Langemarck is a village in the 
famous Ypres salient, both on a high- 
road and railway from Ypres to 
Thourout. It was a peaceful village, 
situated in the dull, monotonous 
plains of Flanders, and the horrors 
of war first broke over it in the fall 
of 1914, during the first battle of 
Ypres. On that fateful April even- 

| ing of two years age Langemarck 
was directly east of the left wing of 
the Canadian line, and in it were 
bulked several battalions in reserve. 

To the amazed Canadians in this 
little village, latg in the evening of 
April 22, 1915, came probably the 
first intimation of the enemy use of 
gas in warfare. The tidings were 
borne to them by fleeing Turcos, 
panicetricken by a fear not human, 
their faces contorted by the effects 
of the gaa, scarcely able to gasp out 
the tale of this new murder by the 
Hun. The whole world knows how

In ways too intricate to be described 
here we have littl by little got some 
knowledge of the probable size of 
atoms, They must indeed be exceed- 
ingty small. For example. in a tea- 
spoonful of water we have good reason 
to believe that there are very nearly « 
million million million million atome~ 
thea: 1,000.000,000,000,000,000,000 000. 

That number is #0 tremendously big 
that it is beyond our ability to imagtal 
it, even though we can write it down. 
it means, of course, that the atom ts 
far emalier than anything we can see 
er feel or taste or emell. Indeed, the 
atom must be eo small that if we im- 
agine a tennis ball magnified to be 
forty miles in diameter the atoms tn it 
would then be no larger than grains of 
fine sand one one-hundredth of an inch 
in diameter. : 

Only two or three of the kinds of 
atoma that we now know on earth ap 
pear té be capable of splitting up inte | 
smaller ones. 

Of these atoms radium is the most 
striking example. Its “atoms” seem to 
he steadily going to pieces at such a 
rate that of an ounce of radiam only 
balf ah ounce would be left after 1.670, 
years. So far as we know, the half 
that was lost would have turned finally 
into a sort of lead, together with a 
strange gas called helium. Bach 
“atom” of radium perhaps yields one 
atom of lead and tive of helium. More. 
over, radium itself seems to be slowly 
formed from another still beavier ele- 
ment, uranium.—Tbeodore M. Richards

that they are not saving more money 


now than when the price of their pro-|_ 


ducts were lower, but that they are 
not-‘making wore, nor are farmers the 
only ones who are making these state- 
ments but so also are Farm Journals. 
_ ‘These assertions stem difficult to 
Gitderstand by the consumer who is 4 
nonproducer. So this week we place 
side by side a market report of 1017 
and one clipped from a copy of the Re- 
view of the year 1001. The striking 
difference between the prices of farm 
products during these two periods 
would naturally lead one to conclude 
that the prices of 1017 were specially 
favorable to the producer of these food 
stuffs, but we are told they are not. 

There are people who are losers 
through the high price of articles 
those who made provision for old 
age by loaning their savings to farm- 
ers at a fixed rate of interest and who 
are now compelled to receive cheap 
morey both in interest and principal 
as repayment for the dear money 
which they loaned. As a gentleman 
who is now living on the interest of 
his savings remarked the other day : 
“The prosperity of the farmer will be 
my ruin.” : 

There are several causes for the 
high price of articles. The war has 
taken millions of labourers from the 
production of articles necessary for 
man in times of peace and employed 
them in making munitions of war and 
millions are engaged in actual warfare 
in destroying these munitions and as 
money had to be found to carry on all 
these things the currency became in- 
flated, in other words money which Is 
simply the machinery of trade has be- 
come cheap and as small amount of 
labour will secure a much larger 
amount of money than formerly. An- 
other cause of the present high prices 
is the law of supply and demand and 
as long as present conditions maintain 
so long will high prices prevail, no 
matter how many Food Controllers 
may be appointed.

wood production and 8.1 per cent. In |

This great increase is due to the 


‘tremendous demand for pulp and pa- 


per caused by the war conditions of 
the preceding two years. The aver- 
age Value of pulpwood at the mill in- 
creased 71 cents per cord over that 
of 1915. All the Provinces show In- 
creases in the value of pulpwood ex- 
cept Ontario and British Columbia. 

Approximately 1,296,084 tons of 
air-dry pulp were made in Canada in 
1916. This is on the basis that one 
cord of wood produces one ton of 
ground-wood pulp or one-half ton of 
chemical fibre. This is a total in- 
crease of 20.6 per cent. over 1915. 
The increases shown by the different 
processes were: ground-wood pulp, 
11.2 per cent.; sulphite process, 64.6 
per cent.; sulphate process, 9.3 per 
cent.; and soda process, 13.1 per 
cent. Spruce and m fir are used 
in all provinces and in all processes. 
Hemlock and poplar are not reported 
i and Nova 
Seotia. Jack pine was used only in 
Ontario and Quebec, and most of it 
was used in the sulphate process. 

In regard to the process by which 
the wood is converted into pulp, it is 
noted that while the mechanical, or 
ground-wood, process was the single 
process most largely used, the three 
chemical processes, for the first time 


in Canada, together consumed more 


wood than the mechanical, the totals 
being: chemical processes 937,664 
cords and mechanical process 827,- 
258 cords. While a slight increase 
was made by the soda process and a 
considerable increase by the sulphite 
process, the notable change during 
the year was the increase made by 
the sulphite process from 470,949 
cords in 1915 to 727,045 co in 
1916. An increased quantity of wood 
was converted into pulp by each of 
the four processes. 

The exports of wood-pulp from 
Canada show alternate increases 
and decreases practically every. year 
from 1909 to 1916.

As .the gipay girl looked into 
the hand of the young Canadian doc- 
tor she told him that he had come 
from a long way across the waters, 
She then proceeded tc read his past 
life as if from a book; but she could 
not tell him much about the future, 

The impression which this for- 

i tune-telling gipsy made upon him is 
one of the first hints which we get 
in “he life of Sir Charles that he 
waa susceptible to anything of this 
kind. if she could have told the 
future as easily as she read the past 
what an improbable story of marvel- 
lous achievements in the consolida- 
tion and development of a great 
country he would have heard that 
day, for as Sir Wilfrid Laurier tésti- 
fied long afterwards there was no 
one who gave more of his heart and 
soul to the work of Confederation 
than Dr.) Tupper. 

One of the remarkable dreams 
which Sir Charles could nevet forget 
came to him when crossing to Brit- 
ain a good many years after the in- 
cident at the gipsy encampment. He 
deramed that a Halifax lady came to 
him and told him that his wife was 
dangerously ill, “The dream was 80 
real,” he says, “that I wrote it down 
with the date. When I reached Liv-
